Golden Gate Park is San Francisco's 


greatest attraction, and in time will at- 
tain National notoriety. The annual 
report of the Commissioners for 1879-80 
show that the receipts during the year 
were $60,621 02; expenditures, $53,- 
103 39; balance, $7,517 63; deposited by 
David Bush to the credit of the Park 
Commissioners, $13,389. Number of 
visitors during the year, 983,164—an 
increase of 279,909 over the previous 
year. There were 40,265 visits made 
during the year to the park by carriages, 
43,650 by double buggies, 161,323 by 
single buggies, and 36,484 by equestri- 
ans. The greatest number of visitors 
in any month was in May, 125,110, and 
the lowest in December, 54,916, The 
number of accidents to vehicles was 11 
and to individuals 5. There were 26 
arrests made—17 for fast driving 2 for 
discharging firearms and 7 for other 
offenses.

It is astonishing that men 
in public life do not give more thought 
to a subject of such immense importance 
to the peopla of the whole country. 
Certainly there is nothing the adminis- 
tration has more earnestly desired to 
improve than our commercial relations 
with nil parts of thu world. Our raw 
materials are in demand everywhere, 
and our manufactures are gradually 
taking hold and supplying the markets 
of the advanced enlightened nations. I 
suppose the lack of attention complained 
of may be properly attributed to the 
lack of willingness on the part of Con- 


pends upon the justice of its satirical 
illustrations. That is what has made 
Puck and Vanity Fair the power they 
are among the people.
